' k-ne Kucn. varsity tackle at 
1,. AL for the last two years. wa> 
unanimously elected captain of the 
LcAver Merion High School foot- 
tiall team for VXlh last week. The 
election took place immediately 
before the annual football dinner 
at the hiL;h school in Ardinore last 
Saturda} e\'ening, and was an- 
nnuncetl during the courbC of the 
diinier shortl\- afterward. 

The unanimous distinction is a 
unicpie one. It is the first time in 
years that a football captain has 
ttet'u elected witiiout a dissenting 
\ote at the Ardmorc institution. 
In s])ile of the fact that the men 
(lualihed t(j vote for next year's 
leader were divided into groups of 
ei.uht, five and seven, five having 
no "afiiliations" and eight belong- 
ing tn the faction that elected 
Frank Peahody captain last year, 
every one of the W letter-men cast 
his \otc for Kuen as the most logi- 
cal candidate. 

The vote w^as a tribute to the 
tackle, who in the two years he 
has had a regular berth on the 
Maroon and White has come to 
be regarded as one of the most 
(lei)endablc men on the team. 
Kuen earned his letters last year. 
He is also a track man and earned 
his letters in that sport last spring 
through his high jumping. 

A successor to Manager Lewis 
McMakin has not yet been chosen, 
but indications are that that posi- 
tion will go to cither Chandler 
Laughlin or John Woodward. The 
Athletic Association of the school 
will vote shortly on the manager 
for next year. 

High tribute was paid retiring 
Captain Frank Peabody by Princi- 
pal C. B. Pennypacker during the 
course of a speech at the banquet.

"We had a wonderful trij), stop- 
ping in Virginia at my grandfather's 
for a week, doing a little hunting 
and trap])ing and horseback riding 
while there. I got six rabbits in one 
day and don't think I ever pulled a 
trigger in my life before. My total 
collection was 17 rabbits, six pos- 
sums and three skunks, no clothes 
to bury either. 

"We covered a total of 1500 miles 
on our trip, and I would be safe at 
saying that not more than 100 miles 
were bad, that is, you couldn't make 
good time over them, while the re- 
maining 1400 was over some of the 
best coticrete roads in the country. 
There is a 100 per cent, improve- 
ment in the roads in the last two 
years. The worst State for travel- 
ing was Georgia and I suppose it 
has the worst roads in the Union 
without any exception/'

CHRISTMAS DELIVERIES 

Of Mail in Narberth to Numbered 
Homes Only. 

Orders have been issued by the 
Postmaster General that all work 
of the post office employees shall 
cea^;e at 11 o'clock on Christmas 
day. 

In order for all Christmas mail 
to be delivered by that time, it 
will be necessary to employ in- 
experienced letter carriers. In- 
structions have been issued to 
these carriers not to waste time 
inquiring where people reside in 
order to deliver their mail, and if 
any home is not properly 
equipped with a mail receptacle 
or a number on the house to bring 
the mail and packages back to the 
post office to be called for by the 
addressee. 

Government orders are that no 
residence shall receive delivery by 
the letter carriers unless proper 
receptacles are provided and the 
number of the house appears iti 
p'lain sight for the letter carrier. 

Please investigate to see if you 
afe properly equipped so that you 
will not fail to receive mail and 
packarges on time for Christmas. 
Your co-operatiQti win be appr 
elated.

Street Question Is 
Still Uppermost 



No Decision Yet Reached 
By Borough Council 



The street paving program, 
inukT the bond issue, came up for 
consideration when Councilman 
\\ cni/ i)rcsenled a special report 
for the streets and highways com- 
mittee, of which he is the chair- 
man. This committee unani- 
muusly recommended, first, a 
change in the policy of la:i)'ing 
curl»s, gutters and sidewalks, in 
that instead of requiring the prop- 
erty owner to provide these at his 
<»wn expense and discretion they 
should be laid by the borough, 
where necessary, and to a uniform 
standard and then charged by the 
huroui^h to the abutting property; 
sec(tn(l, that pavements be laid 
\xk)\w curb to curb wdthout a sep- 
arate and distinct gutter, and, 
third, that the proportion to be 
paid by the borough and the prop- 
erty owners be determined by 
Council at 80 per cent, payment 
by the borough and 20 per cent, 
payment by the abuttors. This 
third recommendation was a ma- 
jority report of Councilmen Wentz 
and Leitch, with a negative vote 
by the other member of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Wentz also read a written 
opinion on the street paving situa- 
tion from Senator Stites, the bor- 
ough solicitor, which stated that 
the sections of the borough code, 
previously cited by Council as 
restricting their action, were per- 
missive and not mandatory. The 
solicitor ruled that Council was 
free to proceed with the paving 
and apportionment of the costs as 
seemed desirable and expedient. 
He said that the vote of the people 
had indicated the positive desire 
of a large majority of the citizens 
that the paving should be done, 
and he urged all reasonable speed 
in accomplishing that end. He 
ofTcred the services of his own 
office to assist in the legal require- 
ments necessary to quality certain 
streets for paving by the borough. 

After some preliminary discus- 
sion, during which citizens were 
given an opportunity to speak, 
Councilman Henderson moved 
that Council should go into execu- 
tive session for further considera- 
tion of the paving problem. This 
motion was carried by a 5 to 2 
vote, Councilmen Leitch and 
Wentz being the two who voted 
against it. As a result of this 
rnotion, the citizen spectators were 
obliged to leave the room. 

The executive session continued 
for more than an hour, and before 
it ended Councilman Brown was 
obliged to leave. It is creditably 
reported that at this session the 
proposition to apportion the cost 
on the 80-20 per cent, basis re- 
ceived a tie vote, with President 
Hall and Councilmen Leitch and 
Wentz voting in favor and Coun- 
cilmen Redefer, Henderson and 
Griswold opposed. A motion to

What Win Jenklntown Do? 

Dr. George W. Grim, Milk Con- 
trol Officer ol Lower Merion, up- 
on invitation, recently attended n 
meeting of the Jenkintown 
Borough Council, where the Milk 
Ordinance as adopted by Lower 
Merion and Haverford Town- 
ships was uiider consideration. 
This ordinance requires the pas- 
teurization of milk at 145 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and holding it at that 
temperature for 30 minutes, Sev^ 
eral rnilk dealers from the Main 
Line were present and opposed 
the proposed ord^inance, which re- 
quires pasteurization at a tem- 
perature "higher than 142 de- 

The Council appointed a com- 
rnittee to confer with the Com- 
niissioners of Abington and Chel- 
tenham townships concerning the 
final adoption of the regulation. 
The Borough and the two town- 
ships are about to join the Milk 
: Cbhtfol District now GOmpoised of 

Townships: and; the boroughs of 
Natberth> Alderi and Lansdowne. 



Main Line and Other Suburban 

Towns to Philadelphia. 

Legislation Asked. 

Pennsylvania's Legislature, at its 
forthcoming session, will be asked 
to enact measures enabling commu- 
nities within a radius of 25 miles of 
[Philadelphia to carry out a regional 
planning movement. 

This movement, a development of 
che city planning idea on a broader 
scale, w^ill take in territory on the 
western side of the Delaware as far 
south as Wilmington, as far west as 
Coatesville and north to Norristown 
at least. On the Jersey side it will 
extend northward to Trenton, take 
in Burlington and coming south- 
ward, include Camden and the nu- 
merous suburbs on its environs. 

Although considerable progress 
has been made in selling this idea 
to the people of the communities 
affected, the fact it was going on has 
not been revealed until the present 
time. It had its inception in a 
meeting held in the City Club during 
the spring and was made possible 
through the financial assistance of 
a group of well-known Philadel- 
phians. 

These include Edward Bok, Mrs. 
Seymour Davis, Maurice Fels, L. 
VV. Fogg, Harry B, French, M. E. 
Leeds, L. J. Rosenwald, Samuel P. 
Wetherill, 'E. D. Williams, Thomas 
S. Williams, Senator George W^ood- 
ward, William C, Schottle and the 
late George Burnham, Jr. 

Howard Strong, who has had ex- 
perience in similar work in Minne- 
apolis and Rochester, was placed in 
charge of the preliminary survey. 
He has had co-operating with him 
a group of technical and engineer- 
ing advi.sers including Solomon 
Swaab, Mayor Kendrick's engineer- 
ing adviser; John Irwin Bright, Al- 
bert Kelsey, Bernard J. NevA-man,' 
J. Borton Weeks, Samuel Price 
'Wetherill, C. C. Zantinger and An- 
drew Wright Crawford, secretary 
of the art jury. 

In discussing the movement Mr. 
Strong said the approach to the 
people of the communities whose 
co-operation was sought had been 
on a different basis than that adopt- 
ed in previous attempt to promote 
regional planning. 

'* Since July 2 the needs of the 
variotts cities and smaller places In 
the area plotted out have been stud- 
ied and discussed with the leading 
citizens of. the communities," Mr. 
Strong said. "The purpose has 
been to demonstrate that the end 
sought is not political annexation, 
which in the past seems to have 
engendered opposition, but to show 
that economic betterment is sought. 

*' Everywhere a very friendly atti- 
tude has been noticeable. The dif- 
ferent communities realize that 
through the medium of regional' 
planning they will be benefited- 
Each community has some problem, 
traffic, water, housing, lighting, 
parks and playground which require 
serious planning, and many of these 
cannot be adequately solved with- 
out co-operation with communities 
around them. 

'*Most of these communities are 
really satellite cities of Philadelphia. 
Many of their problems have arisen 
and will arise because of their near- 
ness to it. Naturally, they can 
handle these questions more effi- 
ciently and economically if they are 
working with Philadelphia and the 
other outlying communities similar- 
ly affected. 

**New York, Chicago, Cleveland. 
Los Angeles, Baltimore, Detroit and 
Milwaukee are now making regional 
planning surveys. Boston and 42 
of its satellite cities joined in han- 
dling the water supply question and 
were so successful the same proced- 
ure will be followed regarding sew- 
age." 

In its preliminary report the 
Philadelphia committee points out 
water furnishes one of the problems 
here which ought to be studied along 
regional lines. 

*.*A study of the water supply 
available, not simply for Philadel- 
phia, but for all of the territory 
within 30 miles of PhiladelpWa, 
is an essential clement of re- 
gional planning," the report de- 
clares. ''These facts should be de- 
termined, if possible, before paving 
is put down over water mains. Sew- 
age disposal is linked up with the 
problem of water supply. The pol- 
lution of available supplies is al- 
ready a serioiis probleni in metro- 
politan Philadelphia. Sewage ti:eat- 
metit is usually too expensive for a 
small town, and co-operation among 
several towns is the only solution." 

The report deals extensively with 
the hi|fhway and traffic situation, 
and points out that co-operation be- 
tv^een the smaller communities and 
Philajdelp^iia is the only way in 
Whxcfr ififey catt properly handle this- 
question,.,:,. 
Housing also is dealt with at 



length, "Conditions which rival 
some of the worst housing of Phila- 
delphia," it is said, "are to be found 
in Ardmore, Haverford, Bryn 
Mawr and Wayne." 

The regional work will be de- 
veloped along voluntary co-oper- 
ative lines so far as possible, al- 
though ultimately it is purposed cre- 
ating some official board. Volun- 
tary action at the outset is necessary 
because of limitations imposed by 
the Pennsylvania constitution, which 
prevents such a board or commis- 
sion from levying taxes. 



Upper Darby Annexation, 
Talk of annexing Upper Darby 
township and possibly some other 
of Delaware county, to the city o^ 
Philadelphia, is being heard fre- 
quently these days. There has 
been a growing sentiment in some 
quarters in favor of annexation, 
while in others there is deter- 
mined objection to any plan that 
would cause Upper Darby town- 
ship to lose its identity in being 
swallowed up by Philadelphia. 

Ardmore Wants New Post Office. 

Representative Watson, of the 
Bucks-Montgomery Congressional 
district, has introduced a bill at 
Washington for the purchase of a 
site and the erection of a new post 
office in Ardmore. 

The measure was referred to the 
Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds,

Music, Ardmore. It is to the credit 
of Mr. Adulph \ ogel, director of 
the school, that such a concert was 
made available to its patrons. 
And, too, it is tu the credit of the 
audience that such a large number 
of persons genuinely enjoyed an 
entire program of chamber'music, 
a torm considered by some as the 
highest attainment in music and 
by others the most difficult to 
understand. 

The Schmidt Quartet, composed 
of Alexander Zenker, first violin : 
Irving Bancroft, second violin ; 
il enri lilkin, viola, and William 
Schmidt, 'cello, has long been 
known in Thiladelphia. With its 
present personnel, however, it 
comes in a comparatively new- 
form. 

Weather conditions such as 
those on Friday evening, and ac- 
coustics which are none too good, 
combined to make a difficult task 
harder, and one that would be 
beyond the reach of a lesser group 
of musicians. 

Opening with the Mozart quar- 
tet in G-major, there followed a 
delightful group of Bohemian folk 
songs by Suk. The closing num- 
ber was the brilliantly beautiful 
Orieg quartet in G-minor, opus 27. 

It is always difficult to break 
the ice of a program with an 
allegro movement. With untried 
tonal values of the room and with 
cold instruments, such is an exact- 
ing task. And, while these facts 
showed just a little at moments 
in the opening movement, they 



were ne\'er at the expense of en- 
semble. 

Hut it was perhaps in the Grieg 
numl)er tliat the cpiartet demon- 
strated its right to l)e classed as 
an orf^anization of tiie first water. 
II ere. with most exacting tech- 
nit|ue, the intense!}' Nordic charac- 
ter (if the work was painted in 
da/zlini; colors. It was so well 
done that the audience insisted 
upon an encore, and the quartet 
played a delightful arrangement 
tor strings of Percy (jrainger's 
"Moll}' on the Shore." 

The concert was given by the 
Main Line School of Music pri- 
marily for its pupils as a part of 
their general training in musical 
ay)i)reciation. That it was entirely 
successful from every standpoint, 
except that of weather, was appar- 
ent to all those who had the privi- 
lege of attendinir.

Made Pledges for Support of Spiritual 
Work Last Sunday. 

In virtually all Episcopal church- 
es in the Diocese of Pennsylvania 
and in all other diocese of that com- 
munion in the United States, mem- 
befs of congregations Sunday made 
their pledges for support of the 
church's work in parish, diocese, 
nation and the world during the 
coming year. 

By direction of the National 
Council of the Church it was offi- 
cially known as the Annual Every 
Member Canvass-. While a number 
of parishes have adopted modified 
methods, the general plan called for 
visitations to the homes of every 
member of a congregation. In 
scores of parishes in Philadelphia 
and vicinity the general plan was 
followed, and from 25 to upwards 
of 50 men and women canvassers 
made personal calls on each com- 
municant member of the church and 
received the individual pledge. 

Each pledge wHl represent the in- 
dividual's share towards the parish 
support and also a definite pledge 
towards the support of the church's 
work in the diocese and in the gen- 
eral church, that of the general 
church including the missionary 
work in the nation and the world. 
The diocesan program for 1925, 
which does not include the amount 
fixed by parishes for parish support, 
calls for $215,266 for diocesan 
maintenance, and $334,880 addi- 
tional, the latter representing the 
diocesan share in the general church 
maintenance program.

The postponement of the Alumni- 
Lower Merion High Varsity game 
a week ago, which sent many Alum-

The present 
chemical equipment will be added 
to the new machine. 

This improvement has been felt 
necessary for some time as the old 
chemicaf truck was on its last legs^.

Dr. David S. Kennedy, of Wayne, 
editor of The Presbyterian, praised 
Mr. Martin as a Presbyterian. Rev. 
John Van Ness, of Narberth, drew 
a picture of him as a former class- 
mate, and Rev. Henry Bomberger, 
told of him as a former pastor. 

In tribute to the memory of the 
departed minister Mr. William Geh- 
man, Jr., and Mr. Benjamin Culp, 
who used to sing often in the church 
at the request of Rev. Martin, sang 
at the memorial services with the 
choir. Messrs. George Brown, Vir- 
din Simpson, Edgar W'oodrow and 
Ross Logan, who used to usher for 
Mr. Martin when he was in charge 
of the church, ushered at the service 
Sunday. 

Rev. Martin was forced to give 
up his charge at the Church of the 
Covenant in 19 iS, when his health 
began to fail.

He was in charge of the Church 
of the Covenant from 1908 to 1018.

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TAGS DEAD^NJANUARY 1 

No Extension for Use of Old Licenses 
to Be Allowed. 

For the first time since automo- 
biles became really numerous in 
Pennsylvania the State Highway 
Department has issued definite no- 
tice that there will be no extension 
of time at the beginning of the new 
year for the use of old license tags. 

"No excuses, no alibis, will go this 
time," said Paul D. Wright, Secre- 
tary of Highways. **The 1924 li- 
cense ceases to be legal and valid 
at midnight of December 31, and 
immediately thereafter 1925 license 
plates alone will prevent the car 
owner from being subject to arrest," 

The department in its formal no- 
tice to motorists, said the negligence 
of the car owner alone can prevent 
his having the proper license lags on 
time. 

There always has been an elev- 
enth-hour rush for tags, however, 
and one appears to be imminent this 
year, although the department, the 
motor clubs and many business 
houses are doing all they can to pre- 
vent it. 

Last year, although the depart- 
ment was organized to handle the 
issuance of tags better than for 
some years, delays were occasioned 
because of the automobile titling 
law, which required every owner to 
show a clear title to his car just as 
he would if he owned real estate. 
This process is simplified now, for 
when a new car is purchased the 
title goes with the car, and there can 
be no delay at the automobile di- 
vision on that account. 

The motor division now is able to 
handle many more applications in a 
day than in any former year, and 
also many thousands more than are 
being received daily. This week the 
license applications have been com- 
ing in at the rate of 5500 a day, and 
the sets of license plates have been 
going out at the same rate. The 
tags are placed in the mail the same 
day the applications are received. 

Owners who purchase new cars 
early in 1925 can have their license 
numbers transferred from the old to 
the new cars by paying the transfer 
license. If an owner disposes of 
his car and does not purchase a new 
car the license plates pf the old car 
are destroyed. A license to drive is 
not transferable, and license tags 
can be transferred only from one car 
to another owned by the same per- 
son. 

The present drivers' licenses do 
not expire with the present year, but 
are good until March i. By that 
time the 1,300,000 car operators of 
the State must have obtained new 
licenses, which cost $1. 

"No motor car may be operated 
in Pennsylvania after January i un- 
less it bears 1925 license tags," said 
Secretary Wright. 

"Between September 2 and Oc- 
tober 4 the Bureau of Motor Vehi- 
cles, Department of Highways, 
mailed applications to the 1,300,000 
registered owners in this State. It 
has been learned that of this huge 
number all but 24,000 have been 
delivered by the post office authori- 
ties and these 24,000 left no for- 
warding address, when they changed 
their residences, 

"The vast majority of owners 
having received their license applica- 
tions, it being necessary only that 
they sign these cards, attach a re- 
mittance and mail to Harrisburg, 
there is no reason why the Depart- 
ment of Highways in 1925 should 
honor 1924 license plates, and it will 
not do so. The State police and the 
members of the motor patrol will be 
given orders to arrest or report law 
violators who operate with old tags 
after January 1. They will have 
only themselves to blame. 

"This is the, department's final 
word on this subject.

The books selected for short 
rcx'iews this month are rather dis 
tinctive. There is one by Gals- 
worthy, an autobiography by 
Mark Twain, an interesting book 
on what to read, by May Lamber- 
ton Becker ; a story founded on the 
most popular play of the year, 
"Tiie Show-OtT/' and one of enter- 
taining fiction, by Richard Pryce. 
For 10 months now '*The Show- 
OtT" has been playing in a New 
^'ork theatre, with hilarious 
crowds pouring out into the 
streets at each ending, and many 
iia-ha-ha's, in imitation of .\uhrey 
IMper, fioat through the air. And 
now "The Show-OfF.*' by George 
Kelly, of Philadelphia, has been 
put in book form. The story tells 
of the Fisher family — Mom, Pop, 
Amy, Joe and the married daugh- 
ter, Clara. The F'ishers live in 
North Fhiladelpliia, and are not 
highly elated when Amy falls in 
loN'e with Aubrey Piper, or, as he 
calls himself, "the kid frcnn W^est 
Philly." ilis clothes are the latest 
style, he always wears a white 
carnation and, \\ urst of ail, he is 
alAvay> sliowiiig ot\. ( )f ct>nrse, 
he is funn\' to read al)out, for he 
is a familiar fi.uure to c\ery (jne, 
an<l the whole st(ir\- is one of 
e\'cry-(lay American life. 

"A Reader's Cuiflc Hook" is an 
ania/.ing compilation uf advice on 
all things dealinL; with hooks. 
.Xfay Lambert! in Decker, the auth- 
n\\ is widely known on the lecture 
l>latform and at literary leather- 
ings, and is at ])rcsent one of the 
editors of the "Saturday Review 
of Ivitcrature." In her newspaper 
colmnn she has been a help to 
many pn/.zled readers, and in com- 
piling this book she lias started 
each chapter with a (piestion as 
asked her by some <»ne at some 
time. Jn tliis way the reader is 
i,;uidetl to books on history, bi(jl- 
ogy, science, books \k)V children, 
the sick and those who desire an 
inexi)ensive series for home study. 
"Mark ^Fwain's Autobiography*' 
(in two \olumesj is. as might well 
be expected, unlike any other 
aulol)iograi)hy that has e\*er been 
written. Disregarding all the rules 
and ])recedents of autobiographi- 
cal writing, tiic great humorist 
and humanitarian — for Twain was 
as much the latter as the former — 
ranjL^es back and fortii o\'er his 
interesting and extraordinary life; 
now dealing with his boyhood 
days out in Missouri and Arkan- 
sas, and nt)w stating with utmost 
frankness his opinions of the great 
and the near-great (if past and 
jyresent generations, many oi 
whom he knew intimately. In a 
foreword to this remarkal)le book, 
which the author stipulated should 
.;iiot be published until after his 
death, he wrote: "I am writing 
from the grave. On these terms 
only can a man be approximately 
frank. He cannot be straightly 
and luiqualifiedly frank either in 
the grave or out of it.*' All in all, 
this autobiograi)hy is probably the 
most typical, and certainly the 
most self-revealing, book, that 
Mark Twain ever wrote. There 
isn't a dull or uninteresting page 
in the two volumes, and, through- 
out, it fairly scintillates with 
Twain's richest and most pene- 
trating wMt and humor. 

In "Romance and Jane \A'es- 
ton," by Richard I^ryce, there is 
an enjoyable story of a 3'oung 
Knglish woman who has nursed 
an invalid int)ther through a long 
illness, while young people of her I 
own age were going to parties. 
.\ case of love at first sight, with 
a man whose name she did not 
even know, left a lasting impres- 
sion upon her whole life, and the 
story is a hunt for this man, on 
the streets of London, at theatres 
and wherever sh^ went. 

Galsworthy's new book, **The 
White Monkey," is another of his 
stories which brings in some of 
the Forsyte family. Fleur, with 
her husband, living under the 
w-atchftil teye of Soames» who 
adores her, is typical of the youth 
of the present day, who do not 
know what they want, but will 
never be happy until they get it. 
The story is written of England 
after the war, with its discontent 
and unemployment, but ends hap- 
pily for both of the young couples 
involved. 



NEW PIPE LINE 

Of Water Company From Cynwyd to 
Lamb Tavern Half Completed. 

Contractors busily engaged in lay- 
ing the big sixteen-inch water main 
for the Springfield Consohdated 
Water Company, which runs from 
the Lamb Tavern to Cynwyd, are 
nearly half way through with their 
task. When finished the new pipe 
line will be approximately nine miles 
long. 

At the present time the workmen 
have finished laying pipe to a point 
in Eagle Road just east of the West 
Chester Pike. Starting from Cyn- 
wyd, the w^ork has progressed stead- 
ily, and ideal weather has helped the 
engineers. 

The modern excavating equip- 
ment used by the contracting firm 
of Vincenzo Di Francesco, of Llan- 
erch. who has the contract, and a' 
desire on the part of the Springfield 
Consolidated Water Company to ex- 
cavate for the pipe line without dis- 
turbing the p^esen^ roadbeds has 
caused favorable comment from 
Township officials. 

In days gone by public utilities 
have excavated for their lines in the 
road bed, thus causing interruption 
to traffic and making ugly patches 
in the roadbed after they had pass- 
ed. 

The Water Company, in an en- 
deavor to save time and trouble, not 
only for the townships and the citi- 
zens as well, but to do the work as 
quickly as possible without interrup- 
tion to traffic sj>ecified that the road 
beds were not to be disturbed while 
excavating for the new line. 

The contractors have used a small 
Hear Cat gasoline tractor clam shell 
scoop, which digs a trench just wide 
enoiigii at the side of the road for 
the pipe to be laid. In addition the 
scoop places the newly-excavated 
earth in the fields instead of in the 
road, and in this way there, is no in- 
terruption to traffic and the roadbed 
is not marred in anyway. The work 
of refilling is done by gangs of labor- 
ers with pick and shovel, and in 
order to make quicker time and 
hasten the job to completion these 
men have been working Sundays 
and holidays. 



PLENTY TREES 

For Yule Season at Reasonable 
Prices — First Lot Arrive Here. 

Celebrators of the Yuletide sea- 
son in this vicinity will have no 
difficulty in obtaining Christmas 
trees and other seasonal greens at 
reasonable prices, as far as the un- 
obstructed supply is concerned, ac- 
cording to the statement ispued by 
the United States Department of 
.\griculture. 

Last year, previous to the time 
for the shipment of trees from New 
England and Canada, a quarantine 
was established by the Department 
of .Agriculture, but it has been 
greatly modified this season. Ex- 
ce{)t for trees coming from certain 
infested areas in the New England 
States, the ban has been entirely 
removed. 

It was made eflFective in October. 
1923, because of the threatened 
sj}read of the gypsy moth and the 
brown-tailed moth, both dangerous 
and injurious insects, infesting trees 
and shrubbery of the North. The 
quarantine was imposed by agents 
of the Department because of the 
increased areas believed to be in- 
fested by the gypsy moth last year 
and because of the uncertainty as 
to the exact extent and degree of 
infestation, in the areas concerned. 

The first shipment of Christmas 
trees arrived here early this week.

Female Impersonations Are Banned. 

Student plays have been banned 
in all middle schools, colleges and 
universities of Japan by order of 
the Minister of Education on the 
ground that they promote promis- 
cuous love affairs and are injurious 
to the public morals. 

In response to a storm of protests 
from language schools that contend- 
ed that plays furnished one of the 
best means of promoting foreign 
language conversation, the Minister 
finally consented to modify his rul- 
ing slightly. He wnll allow student 
plays in the boys^ schools with, the 
stipulation that there be no female 
impersonations and plays may be 
produced in the girls' schools if 
there are no male roles enacted. He 
first stipulated that the plays for 
boys* schools should haye none but 
male parts and those for girls none 
but female parts, but eventually con- 
sented in special instances to per- 
mit acting of both male and feitiak 
roles if the men taking female roles 
wore male coistume and the girls 
impersbnating male parts did not 
attenipt to make their costumes fit 
the part.
